Dr Moéteaworth feels there Is 
a need for a campaign 
against public prejudice in 
Malaya. Undoubtedly there 
js but. disappointing results 
should not discourage the 
promotors, Not only has 
Nongkong:. conducted a 
poster and lecture = cam- 
paign announcing that 
“leprosy is curable’, but the 
Governor, Sir Alexander 
Grantham has gong:to tho 
exbont of presenting “clean” 
cartificates to patients at 
Hay Ling Chau.
